$71 Million Budget for NU

Gov. Norbert T. Tiemann is 


recommending a state t a x 
fund subsidy around $71 mil- 
lion for the University of Ne- 
braska's 1967-69 operational 
and b u i l d i n g programs, 
sources indicated Monday. 


Such a sum, if It tarn* out 


to be accurate, represents a 
boost of approximately $20 
million above what the insti- 
tution was appropriated by 
the 1965 Legislature, but $20 
million under what NU Re- 
gents requested. 


Tiemann's executive budget 


proposals for NU were to be 
outlined for the Legislature's 
Budget Committee in a Mon- 
day afternoon executive ses- 
sion. 


Reportedly included In the 


gubernatorial recommenda- 
tions are calls for tuition in* 
creases of $95 per academic 
year for resident students and 
|69 for non-residents. 


This would hike resident 


tuition from $260 to $355 and 
non-resident charges f r o m 
$786 to $855. 


On top of both tuition as- 


sessments are fees of $74 per 
year for residents and non- 
residents alike. 


Thus the conjectured new 


tuition and fee rates would 
add up to $429 for residents 
and $929 f<r non-residents. 


$3.5 Million More 


Realization of these tuition 


increases would provide the 
University with approximate- 
ly $3.5 million more in oper- 
ating budget income than the 
school had estimated. Already 
built into the 1967-69 Univer- 
sity b u d g e t was a tuition 
money rise of $2.4 million 
based on anticipated enrol- 
ment increases.

Monday afternoon, one source 
indicated the governor it rec- 
ommending faculty salary in-

Speck Trial 
Begins 
In Illinois 


Peoria, 111. (UPI) — The 
t r i a l of Richard Franklin 
Speck on charges of murder- 
ing eight Chicago nurses be- 
gan Monday under some of 
the tightest rules to protect 
both his life and his rights 
in Illinois history. 


Before the trial began, Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Herbert C. 
Paschen granted a slight re- 
laxation of t h e stringent 
guidelines for coverage of the 
25-year-old Dallas drifter's 
trial. 


His only positive con- 


cession was to allow publica- 
tion of the names of prospec- 
tive jurors who are rejected. 


The trial began, two hours 


and 15 minutes behind sched- 
ule, when 52 prospective ju- 
rors filed into Courtroom A 
on the second floor of the 
Peoria County courthouse, 
raised their hands and then 
took the oath. 


Doors Locked 


The courtroom doors, under 


Paschen's orders, were then 
locked. 


Speck had been whisked 


from the old yellow brick 
Peoria County jail across the 
street to the courthouse 15 
minutes b e f o r e , tie was 
brought in a closed van. Pho- 
tographers who had waited 
for hours in 12 degree cold 
scurried to get a look at the 
lanky blond defendant. 


Paschen indicated he w a s 


willing to allow slight relaxa- 
tion of the rules he had laid 
down for coverage of Speck's 
trial, which is expected to last 
as long as two months. 


But Pachen refused to grant 


the much broader modifica- 
tions of his stringent guide- 
lines which had been asked 
by the American Newspaper 
Publishers Assn. and the Ra- 
dio and Television News Di- 
rertors Assn. 


He refused at a pre-trial 


news conference to even con- 
cede that he was moderating 
the guidelines.

Soviet General: Rockets I 
Won't Hit Their Targets \ 


Moscow (JFi — Soviet military leader 


claimed Monday that missiles fired at the 
Soviet Union would not hit their targets. 


Gen. 
Pavel G. Kuroehkin. head of the 


Frunze Military Academy, made the claim 
in response to a news conference question 
about the Soviet 
anti-ballistic 
missile 


(ABM) 
system. 


Kuroehkin repeated the Soviet position 


that ABM is defensive, with the implica- 
tion that it represents no danger to world 
peace. The general declined to give details 
about the Soviet system but said, "if the 
rockets fly, they will not reach their 
targets." 


President Johnson mentioned recently 


that the Kremlin bad started an ABM 
system around Moscow and other reports 
have told of widespread ABM construction. 
Kurochkin's remarks indicated protection 
against enemy missiles is not limited to 
the capital. 


"Detecting missiles in time and de- 


stroying them in flight is no problem." 
he said. He referred to "interception com- 
plexes" but gave no details. 


Asked if the Soviet government is 


considering Johnson's proposal for a mora- 
torium on ABM installations, Kuroehkin 
cited Premier Alexei N. Kosygin's re- 
mark at a news conference in London 
Feb. 10. 


Kosygin said that an anti missile sys- 


tem is "designed not to kill people but lo 
preserve human lives." He added: "I be- 
lieve that defensive systems, which pre- 
vent attack, are not the cause of the arms

specific date for it at this time. 


Delegates of the 20 Ameri- 


can n a t i o n s meeting in 
Buenos Aires in the llth 
Inter-American 
Meeting of 


Consultation decided instead 
to hold two more summit- 
planning sessions, b o t h in 
Uruguay, to hammer out a 
final agenda. 


The two Uruguay meetings, 


both to be held in Montevideo 
appeared to be a compromise 
aimed at preserving a mid- 
April date for a summit, as 
advocated by the U n i t e d 
States, while at the same 
time allowing more debate 
on agenda matters. 


Sources who attended Mon- 


day's meeting of delegates 
said the foreign ministers 
had scheduled a reunion in 
Montevideo March 26 of per- 
sonal representatives of the 
presidents. 


Skeleton Draft 


That will be followed, at a 


date so far undetermined, by 
another conference of foreign 
ministers. The summit con- 
ference, when its date is de- 
cided, is expected to be held 
in the Uruguayan beach re- 
sort of Punta del Este. 


The skeleton draft for a 


summit conference on which 
the delegates failed to reach 
final agreement Monday was 
drawn up by the U n i t e d 
States and four Latin Ameri- 
can nations. It proposed to 
limit the summit agenda to 
six topics. 


Informed sources said the 


agenda was to be limited to 
six topics: economic inte- 
gration of Latin America, 
agriculture; f o r e i g n com- 
merce and economic cooper- 
ation; industrial development; 


education and cultural de- 
velopment, and arms limi- 
tation in Latin America.

Crime Under the Microscope 


The nation now has a blueprint for a war 


on crime. This has been presented by Presi- 
dent Johnson's Crime Commission after 18 
months of study and research and an expendi- 
ture of $2 million.*

This report is a far cry from the old 


concept of crime and punishment. Presi- 
dent Johnson called the report a major 
work of scholarship and a call to urgent 
action that challenges the person, pocket- 
book or peace of mind of every American. 


*

The will to fight crime will now be tested. 


It will take an all-out battle against the 
causes, the expenditure of vast sums (no one 
is estimating how much), the cooperation of 
state and local governments and all Ameri- 
cans. 


One of the most immediate and attain- 


able goals of the commission is the reorgani- 
zation of police forces, with adequately-paid 
college-trained police agents in charge of the 
most demanding jobs. In this President John- 
son is offering federal assistance. 


The commission puts much of the blame 


for crime on poverty, racial differential and 
slum conditions of the cities. This should give 
those who have fought all or most of the 
poverty programs some second thoughts. 
*

It is a silly exercise to place the 


blame for increasing crime on the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court which have 
given more protection to the accused. 
While this may have placed some hard- 


ships on law enforcement officers, crime 
has been growing over the years when 
there were no such restrictions.

The answer to living with the Supreme 


Court rulings is the upgrading of police de- 
partments, more sophisticated methods of 
crime 
detection and prevention. Nicholas 


Katzenbach, chairman of the commission and 
former United States attorney general, said 
claims that court rulings had sharply aggra- 
vated the crime problem were "inutterabl* 
nonsense." 


Nebraskans will be hearing some views 


on this subject when a Senate subcommittee 
on constitutional amendments conducts public 
hearings in Omaha this week. This is desir- 
able as Congress and the public should hear 
the problems of the law enforcement of- 
ficers. 


After collecting such testimony, Congress 


should consider it in conjunction with the 
whole picture of crime and protection of all 
citizens. It would be much easier to believe 
that more power in the hands of the police 
could solve the problem, than to attack the 
causes of crime. •

to decide bow much they are willing to 
pay for a war on crime that offers hope 
for safer streets and homes, as well as 
some salvation for potential criminals. 


Aid to Local Governments 


One of the most overlooked aspects of the 


advent of a sales and income tax in Nebraska 
is the prospect that a portion of this revenue 
will be turned over to local governments — 
cities, counties, school districts — to relieve 
other taxes now collected by these units.

This will be essential for the thorough 


revamping of the tax system which is 
needed. The principle of sales and income 
tax rebates to local governments has the 
backing of Gov. Tiemann and seems to 
have significant support within the Legis- 
lature.

The big question remaining is how and 


how much money from the sales and income 
tax should go back to local governments. The 
Legslature will come to grips with this mat- 
ter on Tuesday when its Revenue Committee 
hears LB554 to apportion to the cities and 
counties 10 
r<? of all funds from the sales and 


income tax 


The money would be distributed among 


the counties giving equal weight to population 
and real estate valuation in each county. Mu- 
nicipalities would then get 80fr of each coun- 
ty's share, divided according to population, 
and the county itself would keep the rest.

This formula for distribution appears 


to be as equitable as any. But there is 


some question whether a given percent- 
age of the sales and income tax proceeds 
should automatically be earmarked f o r 
the cities and counties.

It would seem more prudent, and still 


accomplish the desired purpose, if the Legis- 
lature were to appropriate a certain dollar 
amount to the cities and counties every two 
years. 


To begin with, this certainly should be 


equal to any amounts that will be lost locally 
from the repeal of existing taxes, such as the 
head tax or the property tax on household 
goods and intangible property. Hopefully, the 
amount to go to the local governments could 
be increased later when the new tax system 
is stabilized. 


The Legislature and the governor face a 


tremendous problem this session in assigning 
sales and income tax revenue to local govern- 
ments because it is impossible to know at this 
time just how much money will be raised 
by these levies.

Aside from replacing any tax source 


that might be taken away from the local 
governments, this Legislature should con- 
cern itself mostly with establishing the 
principle of state aid to cities, counties and 
schools and setting up the machinery for 
distributing the money.

an investigation.

The Commission operates entirely within 


a system of laws passed by the Nebraska 
Legislature. Its expenditures and programs 
are regulated by basic laws and by the budg- 
ets approved by the Legislature.

Positive Control 


The governor and Legislature exert posi- 


tive control over Commission activities. The 
governor appoints the commissioners. The gov- 
ernor can also remove commissioners for 
cause, and must approve every regulation the 
commission enacts and every individual land 
purchase. LB683 would add political control in 
the governor, when long, nation-wide experi- 
ence has demonstrated that the further con- 
servation is divorced from partisan political 
control, the better. 


Nebraska, too, has a program of broad 


appeal to many kinds of outdoor recreation 
seekers. Tourist income has risen from the 
$70 million per year range to $140 million in 
10 years. This about equals the value of Ne- 
braska's wheat crop. With continued effort, 
this figure can be raised to the $500 millions 
per year by 1980. It won't happen if we fall 
back to the dark ages of making this activity 
a political football.*

The column said no answers were given 


to camper inquiries. Thousands of inquiries, 
many from campers, are answered yearly by 
the Game Commission. None are ignored, to 
my knowledge. All advice offered cannot be 
followed—much is contradictory, or serves 
special interests at the expense of the many.

As to penal labor, this has been used

Closely Audited 


The statement was made that Commis- 


sion funds are immune to public accounting. 
This is pure bunk! We are governed by strict 
accounting procedures instituted by the state 
auditor's office and are closely audited by that 
office. All major contracts are subject to the 
usual public lettings. We are also audited by 
federal auditors, since we expend federal aid 
funds. Complete financial reports are made 
annually. 


The column said that game hunting is 


done on private land. That is generally true. 
Then the writer said that the fee income from 
hunting (and I presume he means fishing also) 
benefits only the Commission! More bunk! 
For example, the funds that made possible 
the conversion of the nine Salt-Wahoo reser- 
voirs from detention pools to permanent water 
recreation areas came mainly from the fish- 
Ing and hunting license fees. Development 
came from park funds.

Legislature?

Maintenance has been vastly improved. 


Areas that saw a housekeeping crew once a 
week in 1959 are now cleaned daily. Public 
complaints on housekeeping are at an all time 
low.

Certainly facilities are not the ultimate; but 
they are far better than they have ever been 
before and being improved as rapidly as an- 
nual income for these purposes permit.

Whitney Lands, Funds View 
'Liberalize Investing 
Policy If State OKs9 


By Associated Press 


Chappell Sen. Ramey Whitney said he believes that 


State Board of Educational Lands and Funds will agree 
to a more liberal state investment policy if the Legislature 
gives its approval. 


He conceded that present 


membership of the board is 
opposed to investing s t a t e 
school trust funds in common 
stocks and corporate securi- 
ties but "the board's attitude 
will change in the future." 


Because of this, the law- 


maker said he is unconcerned 
about 3 constitutional road- 
b l o c k against handling the 
responsibility 
of 
investing 


school trust funds in a new 
investment council. 


He noted that a pending 


measure calling for creation 
of a new state investment 
council authorizes a broader 
investment of school t r u s t 
f u n d s but the State Justice 
Dcpt. said last week that the 
bill 
is unconstitutional be- 


cause it would give the new 
council the job of investing 
such funds. 


Sen. Whitney, chief intro- 


ducer of the bill. LB355, said 
he is preparing an amend- 
ment that would permit the 
council to advise the Board 
of Educational Lands 
and 


Funds on investment matters. 


He noted that the invest- 


ment 
council still w o u l d 


have the authority to invest 
more than $80 million in state 
cash and retirement funds. 


School trust funds now to- 


tal only $31 million but sale 
ot the state's 1.6 million acres 
of school land is expected to 
produce another $125 million. 


"There won't be a substantial 
amount of school funds to in- 
vest until about 1975 and the 
investment council by that 
time will have established a 
good reputation." 


Voters authorized a broader 


state investment policy by ap- 
p r o v i n g two constitutional 
amendments In the Nov. 8 
general election. 


Sen. Whitney said he be- 


lieves a 
liberalized 
invest- 


ment policy could produce an 
additional $4 million annual- 
ly above what is now being 
received from investments in 
government securities.

Pro Draft 
Scheduled 
In March 


Honolulu (to — Commission- 


sr Pete Rozelle said Monday 
le was hooeful that the Na- 
tional Football League could 
told their first common draft 
March 14 or 15. 


The NFL owners opened 


their week-long annual meet- 
ings Monday with the site, 
date and format of the com- 
mon draft the most important 
subjects to be determined. 


"I am hopeful that the NFL 


can agree on a draft proce- 
dure identical to the format 
agreed upon by the AFL," 
said Rozelle, who wears two 
hats as head of the NFL and 
also commissioner of b o t h 
leagues. 


The AFL has gone on rec- 


ord as favoring a separate 
draft for the redshirts or 
players who still have college 
eligibility remaining although 
their original classes have 
graduated. The AFL has held 
separate drafts for years but 
the NFL has combined t h e 
two. 


'If we cannot get together 


on the draft at this time," 
said Rozelle, "we would have 
to go back to the AFL again. 
That could delay the draft un- 
til April because of the col- 
lege spring vacations. I think 
most of the owners prefer a 
mid-March d a t e for the 
draft." 


Although Vince Lombard!, 


coach-general manager of the 
world champion Green Bay 
Packers, originally had op- 
posed the separate redshirt 
draft, it was understood he 
now would agree to a sepa- 
rate selection. 


Some club owners bad sug- 


gested a no-trade ban on red- 
shirt draftees but Lombard! 
was opposed to any such re- 
striction. 


The player-rich 
Packers, 


who have taken two straight 
NFL titles, like to stockpile 
players by trading for red- 
shirt draft rights. Other teams 
have to grab what they can 
get for the immediate future 
and can not afford to wait. 


The NFL also will consider 


the subject of naming a 
league president. The AFL re- 
cently gave its president, 
Milt Woodard, a three-year 
contract. 


The preseason inter-league 


exhibition schedule still is 
being arranged. Rozelle said 
he thought there would be be- 
tween 12 and 15 games

Power Groups Report Legal, Advertising Costs 


By HAROLD SIMMONS 


Six of Nebraska's s e v e n 


largest public power groups 
have indicated they s p e n t 
roughly three-quarters of a 
million dollars during 1966 
for legal, advertising, public 
relations and lobbying ex- 
penses. 


This is approximately the 


same a m o u n t the groups 
spent during each of the two 
preceding years, for a total 
expenditure in these 
cate- 


gories of about $2.25 million 
during the past three years. 


The six public power groups 


which gave figures for ex- 
penses during the 1966 calen- 
dar year in this area were: 


Omaha Public Power Dis- 


trict (OPPD), Consumers Pub- 
lic Power District, Platte Val- 
ley Public Power and Irriga- 
tion District, Nebraska Pub- 
lic Power System (NPPS), 
Central Nebraska P u b l i c 
Power and Irrigation D i s- 
trict and Nebraska Electric 
Generation and Transmission 
Cooperative (G&T). 


Unavailable Figures 


OPPD did not have exact 


expenditures in this area for 
1966 because of bookkeeping 


procedures, 
but estimated 


they would not vary more than 
lr/t-2c/r 
from 1964-65 figures 


reported to the legislative 
Council CuiiUiiiUue on Public 
Power Generation and Trans- 
mission last year. 


Loup River Public Power 


District did not have figures 
available for 1966. 


John Preston, Loup's gen- 


eral manager, said it would 
take some time to produce 
the figures and their release 
would have to be approved by 
Loup's board of directors. 


The Legislative C o u n c i l 


study committee headed by 
Sen. Harold Stryker of Rising 
City delved in expenditures 
by power districts last year 
to see how the public groups 
were spending their money. 


Legislation Difficult 


Stryker said the investiga- 


tion was conducted with the 
thought in mind of possibly 
limiting by laws some of t h e 
expenses. 


However, he said, it would 


be difficult to attempt to leg- 
islate such spending and the 
committee decided not to in- 
troduce such a bill. 


Stryker said he questions 


some expenditures by power 
groups noting some legal fees 
stem from disagreements be- 
tween power districts a n d 
Miiuc a d V C r t i S i U g, while 
aimed at Industrial growth, 
a l s o occasionally promotes 
the Interests of a particular 
power district. 


The 1963 Legislature, in re- 


sponse to advertising by some 
power districts, passed a res- 
olution condeming advertis- 
ing designed to influence leg- 
islation or elections. 


Legal Expense Up 


According to figures given 


the study committee for 1964- 
65 and those obtained f o r 
1966, 
the two public power 


agencies spending the most 
money for legal, advertising, 
public relations and lobbying 
expenses are OPPD and Con- 
sumers. 


During 1964. OPPD spent 


$442,043.89 and in 1965 it spent 
$386,382.69 in this area. Ex- 
penditures for 1966 were es- 
timated at around $400,000.

safety had been tested only 
on one horse, 12 rabbits and 
40 mice. 


The testimony was given by 


Dr. Roderick Murray, head of 
the Division of Bilogical Stan- 
dards of the National Insti- 
tute of Health, under cross- 
examination in a hearing to 
determine if a permanent ban 
should be placed on the vac- 
cine. 


Murray said that before a 


drug can be certified for hu- 
man use, pre-clinical testing 
for 
toxicity 
"designed 
to 


demonstrate the long term 
e f f e c t on animals is nec- 
essary." 


Murray testified he t o l d 


H. James Rand, whose firm 
developed the serum, t h a t 
more animal testing w o u l d 
have to be done. He said Rand 
submitted more information, 
but it was not enough. 


"It turns out these w e r e 


the same animals studied — 
only longer," he said. 


Murray admitted that al- 


though the drug had b e e n 
banned in interstate com- 
merce he received several re- 
quests for exceptions by doc- 
tors throughout the country.

Omaha Race Relations 


A Summer Fly' 


By GWEN DRAKE 


Race relations in Omaha are treated like a summer 


fly. 
Citizens acknowledge this peskiness but just hope for 


winter when it goes away." 


This statement was made to some 200 persons attending 


a church and family meeting at First Presbyterian Church, 
17th and F. The speaker was the Rev. William T. Peters, 
executive secretary of the Commissions on Religion and 
Race of the Presbyterians of Omaha. 


The Rev. Mr. Peters, who 


has been in 
months 
after 


Omaha three 
s e r v i n g a 


church in St. Louis, said he 
did not feel enough had been 
accomplished in the state's 
largest city to assure no re- 
peats of last summer's ten- 
sions. 


"The greatest problem we 


have is the lack of communi- 
cation," the Rev. Mr. Peters 
said. "Race is not a popular 
subject, it is fraught with 
emotion from which stems 
illogical thinking." 


According to the Rev. Mr. 


Peters, the churches have a 
big job to do in Omaha but 


wasn't sure they were 


either ready or able. He said 
c h u r c h e s are sometimes 
afraid to bring racial matters 
jtp because they might per- 
turb certain elements of the 
congregation 
and endanger 


;heir budgets. 


T h e Omaha Presbytery, 


according to the Rev. Mr. 
Peters was reviewed in the 
fall of 1965 by the National 
office 
of the 
Congress 
on 


Racial Equality. The result 
of the review was not en- 
couraging, he said. The sur- 
vey showed, n e i t h e r the 
Omaha clergy nor lay people 
cared enough or knew enough 
of the problem to try to im- 
plement church integration. 


The Rev. Mr. Peters listed 


t h r e e immediate goals in 
Omaha. 


They are: 
—Instill the desire to com- 


municate. 


—Further immediate inte- 


gration of the churches. 


—Open housing. 
Of the three, the Rev. Mr. 


P e t e r s acknowledged the 
open housing problem as the 
most controversial but also 
as one of the most important. 


"Omaha is fighting to keep 


the city clean and free of 
litter but no city can be truly 
clean unless all of its citizens 
are given equal opportuni- 
ties," the Rev. Mr. Peters 
said.

New Filter 
Removes 
Viruses 


Potability 
Increased 


St. Louis, Mo. (#) — Three 


scientists working on a way 
to remove the infectious hepa- 
titis virus from water sup- 
plies have discovered a sub- 
stance they believe can do 
the job. 


The scientists said the res- 


in-like material probably can 
remove all water-carried, dis- 
ease-bearing viruses from use. 


A report on the work is 


scheduled for publication Mon- 
day in Nature, a scientific 
periodical published in Eng- 
land, 


"We were interested in out- 


breaks of infectious hepatitis 
across the world which had 
been traced to drinking wa- 
ter." said Dr. J. E. Fields, 
one of the three Monsanto Co. 
chemists who worked on the 
project. "A good deal of this 
water had been purified by 
conventional means." 


Fields, Dr. J. H. Johnson 


and Dr. W. A. Darlington said 
tlmf normal water purifica- 
tion methods were able to 
eliminate bacteria that might 
cause disease. But the viruses 
were untouched. 


The material they have de- 


veloped through tests is used 
as a water filter. It can be 
either granular or l i q u i d , 
which was used in their tests, 
said Fields. 


After the virus are trapped 


In the resin filter, the filter 
can be either destroyed or 
cleaned. 


He said tests have shown 


that the resins remove more 
than 99.999o of virus from ar- 
tificially contaminated water.

Dr. Howard 
W. 
Ottoson. 


director of experiment sta- 
tions and former chairman of 
the department of agricultur- 
al economics, added that the 
functions 
of many 
of 
the 


counties would be consolidat- 
ed, but county lines would 
probably remain. 


Ottoson spoke at a confer- 


ence on "Urbanization" spon- 
sored by the University and 
financed by the U.S. Office 
of Education. About 35 mem- 
bers of social science facul- 
ties from Nebraska colleges 
and universities attended. 


The 
economist 
predicted 


that towns under 2.000 popu- 
lation would continue to de- 
cline and many would eventu- 
ally disappear. Their 
func- 


tions, he said, would be as- 
sumed by the "farm cities." 
communities with populations 
over 10.000, although towns 


between the 2.000 and 10,000 
levels would continue to grow. 


Pull Stronger 


Out-migration from farms 


i depends more on the unem- 
ployment rate in the city than 


' on the opportunities for work 


I in the country, he said. Thus. 


I "The pull from the city is 
stronger than the push from 
the country." 


Each person who leav.es 


the farm at the age of 18 
represents an investment of 
8120,000. Therefore, he noted, 
Ithe migration of young peo- 
| pie from farm to city repre- 
; scnts a significant contribii- 
| tion from the rural communi- 


i ty to the economy of the city. 


Dr. Jack \V. Rodgers, as- 


sociate professor of political 
science, said Nebraska is bet- 
ter off then most states with 
respect to possession of the 
tools for solving obvious prob- 
lems of urban communities— 
crime, 
slumism, education, 


etc. 


More Freedom 


The Nebraska constitution, 


he said, has fewer restrictions i 
and the Legislature has more 
freedom in determining t h e 
organization of political sub- 
divisions to deal with these 
problems. 


Political Science Prof. Jas- 


per B. Shannon was pessimis- 
tic about the future of Ameri- 
can urbanization. 


"Urbanization," 
he said, 


"is the consequence of t h e 
American belief in progress 
as technology. Efficiency, a 
scientific concept, is destroy- 
ing the democratic belief in 
the human individual. 


"Combined with the usual 


problems of collective living 
is the necessity of leaping 
across a variety of cultural 
barriers and vocational skills 
to achieve economic compe- 
tence," Shannon said.
